The  natural  increase  in  the  population  (i.e.  excess  of  births  over  deaths) 
was  9.  The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  mid-year  population  of  14,590 
is  10  above  the  1969  figure.  This  suggests  the  decrease  in  the  population 
due  to  emigration  from  the  District  in  1968  is  now  becoming  stabilised. 


The  number  of  births  showed  a decrease  of  32  compared  with  1969 
and  live  birth  rate  of  14.7  is  below  the  national  figure. 


There  was  an  increase  of  5 infant  deaths  (total  7)  and  this  out  of  a total 
of  205  births,  which  is  a relatively  small  number,  makes  the  infant  mortality 
rate  appear  to  be  very  high. 


It  is  gratifying  that,  once  again,  there  have  been  no  maternal  deaths  in 
the  district. 

The  number  of  deaths  increased  by  35  compared  with  1969  to  give  a 
death  rate  of  12.3  which  is  just  above  the  national  figure  of  11.7.

55%  of  deaths  occurred  in  the  75  plus  group  and  a further  23%  in  the 
65-74  year  group. 

Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  in  the 
District  due  no  doubt  to  immunisation  and  vaccination.  Infectious  disease 
showed  soir  e increase,  especially  Measles  and  Scarlet  Fever.  There  is, 
however,  a great  danger  that  lack  of  cases  causes  complacency  in  the  public 
mind  with  a consequent  apathy  towards  immunological  procedures.  It  is 
essential  that  every  effort  is  made  to  counteract  this  trend.

Tuberculosis  Treatment  Centres. 

Treatment  and  after-care  of  tuberculosis  are  dealt  with  by  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.  The  nearest  centres  are  at  Brigg,  Grimsby  and  Lincoln.

Dental  Treatment. 

Lindsey  County  Council  arrange  treatment  for  mothers  and  children. 
The  Principal  School  Dental  Officer  holds  a dental  clinic  at  Market  Rasen 
and  has  a mobile  Clinic  for  visits  to  Schools. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  examinations  are  mostly  done  at  the  Public  Health  Labora- 
tory, St.  Anne’s  Road,  Lincoln,  and  sometimes  at  Grimsby  and  District 
Hospital.  Dr.  Croll  is  always  willing  to  advise  on  any  problems  that  arise 
and  his  help  is  greatly  appreciated.  Some  use  was  made  of  the  facilities 
for  chemical  examination  of  samples  offered  by  Lindsey  County  Council. 

Samples  for  chemical  analysis  are  sent  to  Northern  Analysts  in  Hull. 


Ambulance  Service. 

An  Ambulance  may  be  obtained  through  the  patient’s  own  doctor,  or  in 
emergency  by  contacting  the  telephone  exchange. 

Chiropody  Service. 

Lindsey  County  Council  provides  this  service  in  Caistor  Rural  District 
except  for  Caistor  itself,  the  work  being  carried  out  by  chiropodists  en:  ployed 
by  the  County  Council.  The  scheme  now  caters  for  the  elderly,  expectant 
mothers,  the  physically  handicapped  and  mentally  subnormal  persons. 
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Treatment  is  provided  at  numerous  centres  in  the  Rural  District  but  in 
the  case  of  a person  unable  to  attend  the  treatment  centre,  the  chiropodist 
will  visit  the  patient’s  own  home  to  provide  treatment.  The  County  Council 
makes  a fixed  charge  of  2/6d.  per  treatment,  with  the  exception  of  persons 
in  receipt  of  a Social  Security  supplementary  benefit,  in  which  case  treatment 
is  provided  free  of  charge. 

The  Chiropody  service  in  Caistor  is  provided  by  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Committee. 


Cervical  Cytology. 

This  service  still  continues  to  be  available  through: - 

(a)  the  patient’s  General  Practitioner; 

(b)  Lindsey  County  Council  at  Cleethorpes  and  Brigg  Clinics; 

(c)  the  Hospital  Out-Patient  Department; 

(d)  the  Family  Planning  Clinic. 

It  is  regrettable  that  this  service  is  not  used  to  a greater  extent.  This 
simple  test  which  allows  for  the  early  detection  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  is  a 
first  class  preventive  measure  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  years  to  come 
more  women  will  come  forward  for  the  test. 


Meals  on  Wheels  Service. 

I am  indebted  to  Mrs.  Ivy  Vickers,  Deputy  County  Organiser  of  the 
WRVS,  for  providing  the  following  information.  3708  meals  were  taken 
out  from  Caistor  centre  during  the  year — twice  weekly  at  Caistor  and  once 
a week  at  Keelby,  North  Kelsey  and  Nettleton.  In  addition  2084  luncheon 
club  meals  were  served — 1273  twice  weekly  at  Caistor  and  811  meals  at 
Keelby  once  a week. 

During  the  year  a much  appreciated  gift  of  a small  van  to  be  used  to 
take  meals  out  was  made  to  the  Caistor  centre  by  members  of  the  Yarborough 
Round  Table. 


Family  Planning. 

The  National  Health  Service  (Family  Planning)  Act,  1967,  provided 
local  health  authorities  with  the  power  to  make  arrangements  for  the  giving 
of  advice  on  contraception  and  for  the  supply  of  contraceptive  substances  and 
appliances  to  the  public  generally  and  no  longer  only  to  those  seeking  advice 
on  medical  grounds.  No  distinction  is  to  be  drawn  between  married  and 
unmarried  persons.  No  charge  is  to  be  made  for  advice  or  examination  but 
charge  can  be  made  for  materials. 

Lindsey  County  Council  operate  a scheme  and  have  arranged  for  the 
Family  Planning  Association  to  provide  the  service  as  the  County  Council’s 
agents. 

The  County  Council  have  decided  to  charge  for  the  supply  of  prescrip- 
tions, drugs  and  appliances,  though  the  amount  to  be  recovered  will  take 
account  of  each  person’s  financial  circumstances. 

The  County  Council  have  also  decided  that  parental  consent  shall  not 
be  necessary  for  any  category  of  patient  over  16  years  of  age. 

The  service  locally  will  be  available  through  the  Family  Planning  Clinics 
at  Milton  Road,  Nunsthorpe,  Grimsby  and  The  Clinic,  The  Cedars,  Bigby 
Road,  Brigg. 


School  Health  Service. 

It  is  regrettable  that  due  to  the  recommendations  of  the  organisation 
and  methods  team,  the  County  Medical  Officer  is  no  longer  able  to  provide 
details  of  the  examinations  carried  out  in  the  Caistor  Rural  District. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948  AND  NATIONAL  ASSIST- 
ANCE (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951. 

These  Acts  provide  for  the  removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in 
need  of  care  and  attention. 

No  action  was  necessary  under  these  Acts  during  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  report  is  later,  I think,  than  it  has  ever  been  and,  once  again,  the 
cause  is  the  lateness  of  the  arrival  of  some  of  the  information  coupled  with 
the  problem  of  finding  time  and  opportunity  to  do  creative  work  rather  than 
that  created  for  me.  With  local  government  reform  in  the  near  future  and 
of  a pattern  yet  to  be  determined,  one  wonders  who  and  how  many  will  carry 
out  the  functions  which  the  staff  of  your  Surveyor’s /Public  Health  depart- 
ment now  carry  out?  Will  they  be  done  with  the  same  kindly  interest  that  is 
shewn  by  Councillors  and  Officials  alike  in  the  new,  inevitably  more  remote 
set-up?  It  is  in  the  nature  of  all,  young  and  old,  to  fear  change,  to  think 
that  nothing  can  be  as  good  as,  and  particularly  not  better  than,  the  present 
system,  but  the  experience  we  have  all  had  with  the  benefits  of  the  enlarged 
water  undertaking  would  suggest  that  there  are  merits  in  larger  authorities 
with  greater  flexibility  in  the  use  of  their  assets.  And  so  it  must  be  with 
some  confidence  in  the  future  that  we  look  forward  to  a re -shaping  of  the 
local  government  structure.  What  part  my  staff  and  I will  be  required  to 
play  in  any  new  system  is  a matter  of  conjecture  but  I can  say,  Mr.  Chairman, 
that  all  of  them  will  make  loyal  and  efficient  members  of  the  staff  of  any  new 
authority. 

To  this  end  I commend  the  report  itself  — it  shews  a wide  range  of  work, 
a great  deal  of  unspectacular  effort  on  behalf  of  the  district  and  gives  a clear 
picture  of  what  contribution  a small  energetic  staff  can  make  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  community  in  which  they  live  and  whom  they  serve. 

In  addition  the  help  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  S. 
Smith,  and  his  deputy  Dr.  N.  A.  Kahn  is  much  appreciated  as  is  the  advice 
and  guidance  given  by  the  Clerk  and  the  Treasurer  and  their  staffs.  And, 
most  of  all,  I am  grateful  to  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  help  and  encouragement  at  all  times.

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COUNCIL  HOUSES— GENERAL  REMARKS. 


In  January  1968  a new  method  of  calculating  rents  payable  (devised  by 
the  Treasurer)  was  introduced  which  incorporated  the  existing  rent  rebate 
scheme.  It  was  decided  that  the  rent  payable  ought  to  reflect  the  type  of 
property  occupied  and  the  ability  to  pay  of  the  tenant  and  that  the  simplest 
way  of  achieving  this  was  to  make  two  separate  calculations  which  would  be 
added  to  arrive  at  the  total  rent.  Accordingly  a value  for  each  property  was 
calculated  taking  into  account  such  factor^  as  age,  situation,  number  of  bed- 
rooms, central  heating,  etc.  These  “amenity  values,”  which  range  from 
25p  to  £1.95  are  payable  by  all  tenants  irrespective  of  their  income.  The 
second  element  of  rent,  called  the  “income  value”  is  calculated  on  a scale  of 
income  from  £8  a week  to  £20  a week  and  ranges  from  70p  to  £2.25.  By 
this  method  it  is  considered  that  a fairer  rent  is  arrived  at  with  the  following 
results 

(a)  A high  income  tenant  in  a high  value  house  pays  more  than  he  would 
in  a low  value  house; 

(b)  A low  income  tenant  in  a high  value  house  pays  more  than  he  would 
in  a low  value  house. 

(c)  A low  income  tenant  pays  less  than  a high  income  tenant  in  a similar 
house. 

The  Council  consider  that  this  rent  structure  puts  at  their  disposal  a 
positive  aid  in  housing  administration,  since  by  considered  adjustments  it 
is  possible  to  influence  tenants  towards  or  away  from  certain  types  of  property 
or  certain  villages.  They  consider  that  this  secures  financial  and  social 
benefits  to  the  tenants  and  to  themselves. 


Painting. 

Private  contractors  painted  a total  of  195  properties,  once  again  using 
three  brands  of  paint  as  an  experiment  to  check  variation  in  wearing  qualify. 
A further  experiment  on  a pair  of  houses  in  Caistor  was  tried  by  the  use  of 
one  coat  paint  after  suitable  preparation  and  priming,  the  paint  manufacturer 
supplying  the  experimental  paint.

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Refuse  Collection. 

The  system  of  back-door  collection  continues  to  operate.  The  majority 
of  villages  have  a weekly  collection  and  the  small  outlying  areas  a fortnightly 
collection. 

Three  35  cu.  yd.  rear  loader  vehicles  with  Pakamatic  ram  loading  greatly 
reduced  transport  costs.  “Lost  Days”  due  to  vehicle  trouble  were  negligible 
and  so  complaints  were  few.  Approximately  4,450  dwellings  are  serviced 
and  5,  250  tons  of  refuse  were  collected  and  30  tons  of  trade  refuse  removed. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

During  the  year  three  tips  at  selected  points  in  the  area  were  in  use, 
namely  Caistor  (Sandbraes),  Keelby,  and  Walesby.  Although  the  latter 
belongs  to  the  nearby  RAF  station,  this  Council  uses  it  by  mutual  agreement 
in  exchange  for  keeping  it  partially  controlled.  The  tip  will  eventually  be 
completely  under  Council’s  control. 

The  Keelby  tip,  close  to  the  main  highway,  continues  to  be  a regular 
source  of  trouble  caused  by  indiscriminate  dumping.  Although  summary 
action  is  taken  against  offenders  the  tip  surface  causes  an  increasing  strain 
on  labour  which  has  to  be  taken  from  other  tip  works. 

The  Caistor  tip  is  fully  controlled  and  when  the  10  acre  ex -sand  extraction 
area  is  completed  will  be  of  considerable  potential  value. 

As  required  by  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  a free  tip  with  good  access  is 
provided  for  the  public  of  this  area.  Application  for  its  use  has  first  to  be 
given;  this  tip  continues  to  be  in  popular  demand.

The  one  holiday  site  (34  mobile  homes)  continues  to  operate  in  pleasaat 
wooded  surroundings  but  was  never  fully  extended.  A further  field  ad- 
joining the  present  rite  increases  the  accommodation  to  over  100  vans. 

The  permanent  site  (80  mobile  homes)  at  Sw inhope  operated  without 
complaint;  the  majority  are  permanent  residents  which  greatly  assists  the 
amenity  of  the  site. 


Survey  of  Gypsies. 

The  area  has  only  a few  groups  of  gypsies,  which  may  be  split  into  three 
types,  namely,  seasonal  agricultural  workers,  scrap  dealers,  and  genuine 
nomads.  The  majority  of  them  are  regular  visitors  and  known  to  die  staff 
and  parish  councils.  It  is  three  years  since  a horse-drawn  caravan  was  noted 
in  the  area. 

The  permanent  single  van  sites  are  of  long  standing;  the  owners  remain 
statx  on  rented  ground  and  are  subject  to  rates  and  have  main  services.

Nuisances. 

The  spillage  of  fish  juices  from  container  and  inland  despatch  lorries 
continues  to  cause  an  obnoxious  nuisance  along  major  roads,  especially  on 
hills  and  at  road  junctions.  Summary  action  is  only  possible  if  the  vehicle’s 
registration  number  is  obtained.  Although  the  Grimsby  Fish  Merchants 
Association  have  given  assurance  that  all  drivers  will  ensure  that  their  waste 
tanks  are  empty  when  leaving  their  depots  the  spillage  continues  to  be  a 
regular  and  persistent  nuisance. 

Although  some  12  miles  from  the  Humber  Bank  factories  and  industrial 
area  the  wind  sometimes  carries  a most  unpleasant  smell  froir  the  high  chim- 
neys with  particular  reference  to  dry  throats  and  often  slight  nausea.  Date 
and  time  and  records  are  forwarded  to  the  County  Health  Inspector. 

Building  Regulations,  1965.  N.10. 

It  became  increasingly  apparent  that,  in  any  form  of  ground  conditions, 
flexible  jointed  pipes  were  a great  advantage  as  they  allowed  quite  a degree 
of  ground  irovement  without  loss  to  the  watertight  seal.  The  additional 
cost,  in  the  region  of  22%,  was  offset  in  labour  saving  costs  and  it  was  with 
this  in  mind  that  the  Council  resolved  that  all  drainage  works  carried  out  in 
the  District  should  use  this  type  of  pipe  joint.  All  builders  carrying  out 
drainage  work  in  the  area  were  notified  and  all  new  works  of  soil  drainage 
now  use  this  type  of  pipe. 


NEW  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  SCHEMES. 

Grasby  Sewerage  Scheme. 

This  scheme,  which  cost  £80,000,  became  fully  operational  during  the 
year  and  was  designed  to  treat  150  properties  in  a typical  Wold  village  on  a 
south  facing  hillside  which  allows  a gravity  flow  scheme.  The  design,  com- 
pletely different  to  previous  works  in  Caistor  Rural  District,  was  that  the 
incoming  sewage  was  passed  through  a communitor  which  ground  the  solids 
into  a finely  divided  fluid  which  were  then  discharged  into  an  aeration  tank 
where  massive  aeration  takes  place  by  a centrally  electrically -powered  rotator. 
A non -foaming  agent  was  used  to  prevent  detergent  spray.  The  degree  of 
aeration  being  very  high  indeed  rapidly  provides  oxygen  throughout  the  tanks. 
The  overflow  then  passes  to  a settling  tank  for  final  polish.  Excess  sludge  is 
removed  by  Council  as  necessary  and  disposed  of  at  Caistor  Sewage  Works. 
The  scheme  strictly  excluded  surface  water.  Annual  maintenance  is  likely 
to  be  in  the  region  of  £1,000. 
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Tealby  Sewerage  Scheme. 

This  scheme  was  a sewer  extension  to  include  the  hamlet  of  Tealby 
Thorpe  with  some  alteration  to  the  existing  works.  The  total  cost  including 
connections,  pumping  station  and  kiosk  was  £15,000. 


Middle  Rasen  Sewerage  Scheme. 

This  again  was  an  extension  of  sewer,  with  no  alterations  to  the  existing 
works.  The  approximate  cost  was  £2,000  which  included  connections  to 
9 dwellings,  submersible  pump  and  kiosk.  The  area  involved  was  low- 
lying,  causing  existing  septic  tanks  to  be  a continual  nuisance.  It  was 
designed  and  supervised  by  the  Surveyor’s  department. 


North  Kelsey. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  with  the  construction  of  a new  sewage 
disposal  works  to  serve  the  village  of  North  Kelsey  and  the  villages  of  Cadney 
and  Howsham  in  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District.  The  works  are  of  a 
traditional  design,  with  several  modem  improvements  — comminutor,  special 
grit  arrester  trap  etc.  — and  are  being  built  on  a new  site  some  500  yards 
from  the  village.  Only  minor  sewer  extensions  are  involved. 

Swallow. 

Some  progress  was  made  with  the  construction  of  sewers  and  a new 
extended  aeration  plant  to  serve  this  village.

Deficiencies  on  analysis. 

One  sample  of  milk  showed  excess  chlorine  which  was  due  to  the  transfer 
of  a chlorinated  rinse  into  the  milking  machine  which  was  subsequently  dis- 
charged into  the  milk  chums.  Advice  and  a warning  was  issued  in  this 
instance. 

One  sample  of  Channel  Island  Milk  was  slightly  deficient  in  milk  fat  and 
similar  action  was  taken.

With  yet  another  village  (Grasby)  sewerage  scheme  completed  and  in 
full  operation  the  number  of  weekly  pail  closets  serviced  is  now  reduced  to 
192.  The  major  role  of  the  tanker  employed  on  this  work  is  now  that  of 
servicing  septic  tanks  which  has  also  been  reduced  by  19. 

Disposal  continues  to  be  at  the  Sandbraes  refuse  tip  where  loads  are  dum- 
ped into  specially  prepared  slit  trenches  40ft.  x 6ft.  x 4ft.  deep.  Soakage  is 
quick  as  the  area  is  deep  sandy  strata  with  an  underlying  strata  of  clay.

A survey  was  started  with  a view  to  abolishing  pail  closets  and  the  Council 
resolved  to  increase  the  out-dated  grants  of  £ 5 (sewer  available)  and  £10

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WATER  SUPPLIES. 


I am  indebted  to  the  Manager  and  Engineer,  North  East  Lincolnshire 
Water  Board  for  the  following  information  regarding  improvements  to 
supplies  within  the  Area: 

The  6 inch  diameter  along  Wood  Lane  through  West  Rasen  has  been 
completed  and  as  a result  supplies  to  Linwood,  Lissington  and  Toft  Newton 
have  been  considerably  improved.  The  new  main  enables  the  best  use  to 
be  made  of  supplies,  from  several  sources. 

The  policy  of  district  metering  has  been  further  extended  during  the  year 
which  has  led  to  the  better  control  and  quicker  tracing  of  unseen  waste. 

The  operation  of  the  distribution  system  has  been  further  improved  by 
the  insertion  of  additional  sluice  valves  and  the  replacement  of  defective 
valves. 

At  the  present  time  a new  9 inch  diameter  pipe  line  is  being  constructed 
from  Waddingham  to  Caistor  to  meet  the  increased  demand  created  by 
Cherry  Valley  Farms,  Limited. 

An  alternator  has  been  fixed  in  the  Ridge  Pumping  Station  ir  order  that 
supplies  on  the  Caistor  Ridge,  at  Normanby,  Claxby,  Nettleton  Top  and  the 
higher  parts  of  Tealby  and  Walesby,  can  be  maintained  during  periods  of 


electric  power  failure.

The  unsatisfactory  samples  taken  from  public  supplies  were  taken  at 
source  prior  to  passing  through  the  purification  plants. 

In  each  case  where  a private  supply  sample  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory 
the  tenant  is  informed  in  writing  on  the  advisability  of  boiling  all  water 
used  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  Due  to  the  fluctuation  of  these 
supplies  follow-up  samples  are  always  taken  at  weekly  intervals  until  a satis- 
factory sample  is  obtained. 

I wish  to  record  my  appreciation  to  Dr.  Croll  and  Members  of  the  Patho- 
logical Laboratory,  Lincoln,  for  providing  the  analyses  and  advice  that  is  so 
readily  available  at  all  times. 

There  is  no  inadequacy  of  supply  in  the  area  nor  are  there  any  recorded 
standpipes. 

There  are  52  dwellings  with  private  supplies,  2 of  which  are  not  in  the 
dwelling.

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Narrative  Report 

This  Act  continues  to  be  enforced  by  the  inspectorate  of  three  employed 
by  this  Authority  in  conjunction  with  their  normal  public  health  duties.  As 
the  area  is  predominately  agricultural  with  no  large  heavy  industry  or  em- 
ployers of  labour  this  arrangement  is  satisfactory. 

No  accident  was  reported  nor  any  found  during  normal  routine  visits. 

Disinfestation. 

Seven  dwellings  were  treated  after  their  vacation  by  tenants.  Although 
in  a dirty  condition  on  inspection  no  evidence  of  vermin  was  found;  the 
disinfestation  was  done  for  psychological  reasons  to  reassure  the  incoming 
tenants  that  they  were  moving  into  a ‘clean’  house.  Three  of  the  treated 
dwellings  were  Council  owned  property.

When  formal  action  is  instituted  to  effect  removal  of  an  abandoned  vehicle 
arrangements  are  made  for  this  to  be  done  by  a local  firm  of  vehicle  dis- 
mantlers.  Date  and  time  of  removal  is  also  co-ordinated  with  the  police; 
this  liason  has  resulted  in  them  giving  every  assistance  with  emphasis  on 
informal  action. 


Accident  Prevention  in  the  Home. 

Continued  and  increased  publicity  was  given  by  the  Council’s  Home 
Safety  Officer  Mr.  R.  J.  Lowis,  with  emphasis  on  direct  verbal  contact  with 
the  public  during  the  autumn  and  winter  evenings.  Given  every  co- 
operation by  the  Lindsey  Education  Officer,  Mr.  R.  E.  England  in  the  loan  of 
film  material,  talks  and  discussions  to  the  various  voluntary  organisations  and 
schools  he  emphasised  the  necessity  for  accident-free  routines  in  the  home. 

Audiences  varied  from  seven  in  a small  village  W.I.  to  an  annual  W.I. 
rally  of  200  people.  The  request  for  talks  mushroomed  enormously,  chiefly 
through  local  village  press  reports  and  monthly  news  letters  put  out  by  the 
various  organisations. 

A new  venture  was  the  distribution  of  suitable  literature  to  mothers  of 
newly  registered  births  and,  as  the  letter  address  included  that  of  the  baby, 
it  has  proved  not  only  popular  but  made  the  parents  aware  in  such  a way  that 
baby  accident -prevention  is  discussed  within  the  household  and  among 
friends  and  acquaintances. 

Take-away  literature  was  again  on  display  in  the  office  entrance.  This 
had  to  be  frequently  renewed. 

The  small  store  of  fireguards  continued  to  prove  a popular  loan /return 
basis.  More  would  be  appreciated  in  order  that  Caistor  WRVS  may  utilise 
their  own  stock  for  loan  purposes. 
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At  the  opening  of  the  Public  Hall  on  completion  of  its  modernisation,  a 
well-equipped  stand  was  available  for  the  public  to  see.  Quantities  of  hand^ 
outs  proved  a success:  the  accent  was  A PLANNED  ROUTINE  IN  THE 
HOME  THAT  WAS  BOTH  EFFICIENT  AND  SAFE. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  Mr.  E.  R.  England,  Lindsey  Education 
Officer  and  his  staff;  also  to  Mrs.  S.  Glover,  WRVS  Organiser,  Caistor,  whose 
work  and  close  liaison  is  invaluable.

Rodent  Control. 

The  full-time  Operator  employed  by  this  Council  is  also  responsible  for 
carrying  out  similar  work  within  the  Urban  District  of  Market  Rasen  by  agree- 
ment when  required. 

Regular  inspection  and  treatment  of  sewers  is  conscientously  carried  out. 

Costs  of  Baits  and  Poisons  during  the  year  were: 

Bait  — 31  cwts.  28  lbs. — £82.12.10. 

Poisons  — 2 cwts.  18  lbs. — £140.19.11 

By  arrangement  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  a 
meeting  was  chaired  by  me  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a rat -free  area  on  the 
eastern  rim  of  the  area  and  extending  in  the  neighbouring  Grimsby  R.D. 
area  comprising  of  approximately  5,000  acres  taking  in  four  small  Wold 
villages.  The  outcome  of  the  well -attended  meeting  was  whole-hearted 
agreement  in  principle. 

The  basic  plan  was  to  survey  the  whole  area  to  ascertain  either  by  inspec- 
tion or  from  land-owners,  keepers,  etc.,  actual  or  potential  infestations.  From 
then  on  baiting  points  were  selected  and  removed  after  periods  of  “no  takes” 
with  selected  permanent  points  remaining.  Warfarin,  Racumin  and  Drat 
were  the  poisons  used  depending  on  conditions. 

This  Council’s  Operator  was  responsible  for  the  adequacy  and 
maintenance  of  baiting  points  within  the  RAF  Station  involved. 

Although  the  scheme  is  only  in  its  infancy  the  good-will  and  co-operation 
of  land -owners  at  the  outset  was  a success.  The  final  phase  will  be  a selected 
number  of  perimeter  baiting  points  permanently  maintained  thus  bringing 
vermin  damage  within  the  area  down  to  a minimum. 

A further  discussion  between  the  Min.  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food 
has  taken  place  regarding  the  possibility  of  creating  a rat -free  area  in  the 
Ancholme  Valley  with  particular  reference  to  the  river  banks.  In  all  proba- 
bility this  will  be  programmed  for  the  early  autumn  of  1971  and  restricted  to 
small  areas  of  2,000  - 3,000  acres.  Personal  relations  with  the  land  occupiers 
being  good  it  is  anticipated  that  full  co-operation  will  again  be  given  to  make 
the  scheme  a success.

Rats  and  mice  were  numerous  during  the  past  year  but  no  serious  infest- 
ations occurred.  Refuse  tips,  lay-bys  and  a few  known  “black”  spots  were 
constantly  infested  and  treated. 

Warfarin,  Drat,  Racumin  and  Zinc  Phosphide  have  been  used  mainly 
against  rats.  Alpha  Chloralose  and  Drat  chiefly  for  mice,  which  have  been 
found  to  be  very  successful.
